Built and Dedicated 


It i- with pleasure that the Athletic 
Board announces the completion of the 
cabin, which has bevn a dream of many 
Hollins indents and faculty members 
during the* past years. 

Last Sunday night the old girls. w*ho 
were <»n <. ampus, hiked t«» tin* cabin. 'They 
were its first visitors. 1 Jinny Ratli lit the 
first fire in the large* homelike fireplace. 
While each person watched tin* flames 
Citgi I i \ ami 1 uippil \ , i tie i ik v\ as • icon a t«. • i 
to the* many Hollins girls who had and still 
have* a k*vii interest in the* securing of a 
cal >in fi >r I loflins. 

'The cabin i- within easy walking 
distance of tlu* campus, so that every 
Hollins girl may enjoy the* fun and sport 
of outing. It is situated on the Waldron 
farm about one and a half miles from the 
college. From this spot one obtain" a 
beautiful vie*w of the* Shenandoah Valley 
and its ridge*". 'The cabin will be for the 
use of the* students and faculty during 
wcck-eTids and will accommodate fifteen 
people at one time. Although the building 
of the cabin is completed, the furnishing 
has yet to be- done. 'Tile* grounds also have 
to be* irnpn »Ved. 

In order to have the* cabin ready for 
use this fall, it was necc"sary for the 
Athletic Association to borrow three 
hundivd dollars. Throughout this year 
different means will be* use*d whereby this 
de*l>t mav be removed. Tile* intcivst and 
cooperation of the* students and faculty 
are* dcsire*d. A more detailed account 
regarding the regulations ot this asset 
1 will 1 >e pul dished later.
